Retaining Moiatura In Soil. 

As tho coirntry grows olderdroughls 
becoino more injiirlons, because the 
4'U'ect of <-ii1llvatiun is f^eiierully lo 
diminish the natural ca|<atlly of the 
soil to hold niolsturo. tho vege- 
table matter inoroaaaa the snrtaee lie- 
comos hardened, and water from rains 
and snows runs olT instoad ot sinking 
iiilu Iho soil. For this reason uiany* 
small streams fail, as the water runs 
away early nn the surface, iii>lcail of 
slowly lilleriii;; into the reservoirs that 
formerly supplied llioiu. This is es- 
pecially true on heavy land, whose ca- 
pacity for retululug moisture depomis 
largely on the Togotable matter that 
il contains. It is a coninion niislnko 
t/i think that nii'lerilralnln^ niak's 
soils dryer in times of drought. U i 
the oontrary. It does exactly iho re- 
verse; Tbe drain, by tomoving sur- 
plus stagnant wutor, allows tho soil 
to freeze to a greater depth, and thus 
become more |>nroii<. The value of 
au underilrain ihn.i increases w illi the 
deeper freezing of each successive 
winter, beoauae this increase* tlie ca. 
paeiiy ot the Soil to retain water. 
'1 his is one reason why drains slionid 
he made at least three foeldcep In our 
Norlherii I'iinate, so as to get them 
ilnwn helnw reach nf iujurlou* fraez- 
lug. liouorally. however, when the 
toll freexes so deeply tlioro Is no water 
in the tiles, and if they or the soil 
around Uiom bo frozen il does tho 
drain no damago. — jS4 JPaul I'ioimr 
rreu. 

Scurfy-lagged Chickens. 

Soarfy or eeabby logs m fowls t* a 
disease somewhat ilmdar in character 
tn manage In dogs and scab In shocp. 
It Isdnetotbopresonco of a small niito 
only about one el(;ht-hundi'eiltli of an 
liicb In longtiL 'i'heso miles live and 
breed in the sjion|ry growth iiiulor the 
scales or scabs. I'ho fint tiling to be 
done Is to place the fowls in a dry 
room, where thcilr fnct and legs will bo 
proleeUd from mml and water. Then 
take equal parts nf kerosene and laiil, 
anil -^tir in eimu^h llnwi-r-* - f -iiliilmr 
to make a thick ointment. Wilh a 
small and soft pain t{ brush apply Iho 
ointment to the legs and feet o( tbo 
ainieied fowls, and reiraat Iho appllea- 
tion daily until the scabs disappear. 
A half ilii/.en applications will usually 
be snllielunl In ell'"et, a euro. Caged 
binis ai-o oilun ntUictod with this saino 
disease, eapeoially when kept in large 
numbers and their cage* ore not regu- 
larly and theransblj' eleaaed.— /IT. K
